MitchellT way. a last known address for Frank Fagone. 

1 then turned my cruiser around and pulled into the parking lot of Airport Liquors, pulling past the 
vehicle so not to block n in I then walked along the passenger side of the vehicle and and recognized the 
right front passenger as Frank Fagone. I then opened the passenger side door -ana told Frank Fagone that 
he had (wo outstanding warrants for his arrest, which were confirmed and printed out by Officer Mathew 
Sonnabend. 1 aiso knew the warrants w'ere current, because l had checked earlier in the night. As this 
subject exited the vehicle he did not resist and acknowledged that he was Frank Fagone, and that he had 
cm,standing warrants. 

After this subject was placed into handcuffs 1 conducted a frisk of his outer clothing for any 
potential wcapons. While doing so 1 felt an object in his left front pocket. 1 immediately knew that the 
item was not a potential weapon, but its size, shape, and texture immediately felt like a small plastic hag 
with small pieces of crack cocaine. 1 then removed the package, and from my trainirg and experience, 
recognized the small white pieces as crack cocaine. These items were also packaged in a w av tii.it was 
consistent with tiic sale and distribution of crack cocaine. 

1 his subject was then transported to the Eamstable Police Station where he was advised of his 
-mhts and hooked by Li MacDonald. While conducting a personal property inventory of this subject i 
'located S214.1)0 m cash on him. S2I 3.00 was located in his right front pocket and SI .00 was located in Ins 
Lit front pocket 1 ho S2 14.00 in cash was seized by me and entered into evidence. The small plastic 
h-'.g that was seized from Frank Fagone contained sixteen individual packets of small white rocks. 
oAicveo to he crack cocjaie. This was weighed by me at the police station and had an approximate gross 
w eight o! 9.x grams. 1 Ins was also tagged by me and placed into evidence.

1 then radioed for back up . i men began to 
approach the MY focusing my attention on the passenger. While I was at the rear driver side corner of ike 
Jeep I noticed that ihe driver side rear window was beginning to go down and the front window was 
already down. I then noticed the male passenger in the front seat was beginning to converse with the 
female operator and they too began to move around in a suspicious manner. I then asked the passenger 
why he was moving around so much and he said ire was sitting on the seat belt and it was un<w>m tollable. 

I then advised him that i was driving behind him for approx an eighth of a mile and I did not see him 
move price until i activated the blue lights I then asked him his name and he said his name was Joseph 
i-ugone. I nave, never dealt w ilh Joseph Fa gone personally but I am familiar with he and his brother 
Frank's a lodged drug dealing f am also aware that Frank and Joseph Fagone have been involved in armed 
assaults in the past 

i advised the female operator as to why she was stopped and asked the passenger in the from scat 
what his name was and he replied Frank Fagone. 1 then asked Joseph if he had any weapons on him that 
cook: hurt me and he .said "no' 1 , i then asked if he hid a weapon or drugs under the seat of Ihe MV and he 
said no" As I looked at the scut 1 noticed a clear plastic sandwich bag tied in a knot and just below the 
knot the bag was tom.From my iraining and experience ii is known to me that drug dealers often c.irrv 
their v.icame in "comer cut" plastic bags. 1 then asked Joseph to step from the MV slowly and asked him 
to keep his hands m the air so I could view them. As he exited he kept his hands to has side and exited the 
MV very quickly. This movement alarmed me so I placed my right hand on his shoulder and led him to 
the rear of the MY to conduct a pat fnsk for weapons. As 1 did this Joseph appeared to get verv nervous. 
He began lo look around and his body got v ery tight. From my training and experience it is known to me 
that when people begin to act tins way they usually fight of run. T then felt a large bulge in his left pants 
pocket, i then reached into his pocket and retrieved a large wad of money that was folded in half and 
secured wnh a o.ue ntober band. 1 then asked him how much money was in the fold and be stated "about 
SV'b DP" ! then asked lum where he got it and he said he works at Penties's Auto. I then asked who his 
boss was and he said " Mr. Roderick". I then asked him what Mr. Roderick's first name was and he said " 


[ don't knew" I have received information from street sources and fellow Officers that Joseph and Frank 
arc both unemployed and they make "tons" of money selling crack" cocaine.

Officer Chevalier then arrived and began to watch Frank and Joseph so \ could check the interior of 
the MV 1 approached the MV from the passenger side and began to converse with the operator who w as 
identified as Loric Knochel. 1 advised Laune as to what I had found on Frank and Joe and lold her 1 knew 
what they d.d for work. 1 then told her that I thought she may be holding some drugs for Frank and Joe. I 
advised her that 1 had a narcotic detecting K-9 and there was also a female Officer enroule to conduct a 
search .>f hei person. I then advised her that it may be in her best interest to turn over any narcotics that 
they may ha\ e askeu her to hold. She then reached into the waist band of her pants and handed me a 
plastic hag if,at contained four other plastic bags that contained a white rock substance that appeared 10 he 
crack cocaine. Site then said that Frank gave it to her and told her to hold it . Officer Chevalier then 
showed me another cicnr plastic bag that contained the same rock substance. Fie advised me that lie found 
n on the ground just under the rear driver side door where Joseph was sitting. Joseph must have dropped 
die crack or, the ground as he was exiting the MV. All tliree panics were then placed under arrest. They 
were transported to the facility w here they were booked by Lieutenant Packer. 

V-, 1 was conducting an inventory search of the MV 1 secured a large folding knife w hich 1 found in 
'.he center console The blade was covered with a white powder substance that appeared to be cocaine.The 
money that Frank had on Ins person totaled $930.00 and the money Joseph had on him totaled SSOO.lXk 

Frank and Joseph w ere charged with possession of a class "B" substance w ith intent io distribute 
anil I one was charged u uh possession of a class "B" substance. 

Once 1 was at die Facility I attempted to conduct a check of the money using my narcotic delecting 
K-‘i "Rocky". The search was conducted in the greeters room right next to the dispatch area. The room is 
approx 1 S' by l -S' It contains two desks as well as several tile cabinets. 1 hid one fold of money under a 
computer hard drive that was on top of a two draw file cabinet. 1 then placed the other fold between two 
large cardboard boxes approx three feet away from the first hide in the center of the room next to a largo' 
desk Rocky entered the room off lead and proceeded to check the room. Rocky then placed his nose at 
the top of the tile cabinet just below the money and took several deep breaths in and out . He continued 
on.nut shortly returned. He then took several more deep breaths in and out through his nose. He then 
began to scratch in an aggressive manner at the top of the tile cabinet just under the money. This behavior 
nid,cates to me the presence of narcotics. Rocky' was praised and told to continue searching. He then 
focused Ins attention on the desk in the center of the room. He traveled around the rear of the desk 
smekinu each draw He the began to stuff the two cardboard boxes starting at the bottom. He then took 
sex era! breaths through his nose placing it at the gap between the upper and lower box. He then began to 
scratch at the box in an aggressive manner right where the money was located. Rocky was praised and 
removed from the area The search was witnessed by Officer Brooks and Needham.

Gn I 2 )S. 03 I arrested Frank and Joseph Fagone for possession of a class "B" substance with intent to 
distribute (Case - 03-3 544-AR). After the Booking process Frank utilized his right to a phone call and phoned 
S'.C'Cn Roderick to arrange for hatl A short time later Joseph and Frank were releasee on $2000.00 cash bail. On 
! 2 0°'d3 both parties neglected to show up at court for arraignment and warrants were issued for their arrest. 

On 12 O.-Oa Oiticer Chevalier and I were checking the addresses listed on the warrants in search of Frank 
and Joseph Fagone ( 34 South St and 140 Mitchells Way). 3oth attempts concluded with negative results. We 
then lel'i '.hat it may be a good idea to check Steven Rodericks address of 131 Lafrance Avc. We parked our 
cruisers several houses away from that address and approached or. foot. While standing in front of the address 1 
noticed a tema.e sitting in the front living room who was known to me as Chyvonne Bryson i Joseph Fagcnes 
•amfriend) I then advised Chevalier of this and he approached the address from the front and l took up a position 
m the rear. Chevalier then began to converse with Stevevs mother ( Joni Gomes) at the front door. Ghev aiier 
ilien ad\ vied me wa radio that Ms. Gomes gave us permission to search her residence for Frank and Joseph. 

W hilc checking the interior Ms. Gomes advised us that Frank and Joe had been there for a day or so but were not 
,11 the address at tins time. I then noticed a shirt lying on the couch that Frank was wearing two niuhts onor w hen 
no was attested. While standing in the living room I observed a Town Taxi cab pull into the driv ewav 1 asked 
Stephen who called a cab and he said " no one did". I then iminediallv went out the front door and began to 
mprouch the cab 1 observed Frank Fagone sitting in the back seat of the cab. I illuminated him w uh my Has! 1 , 
light and approached him from the driver side. As I approached the door I observed Frank to be moving around a 
Pg and it appeared he w ns pulling something out of his pants pockei, t then ordered him to raise h is Ivands m the 
i i l ie the;: raised his left hand which was holding a cellular phone but he left his right hand down by Ins leet 
, ; ni it appeared to me that he had just dropped something on the floor of the cab. I then opened the door of the 
ao and escorted him from the seat- He placed his left foot onto the ground but kept his right foot on the floor of 
he cab 1; appeared io me that he w as trying to eover something up on the floor with his foot. I then pulled him 
mm the cab and placed him in handcuffs. Once he was cuffed I looked on the floor of the cab where his feet Juki 
\ ere and observed a clear plastic sandwich bag lying there. Inside the bag was several other smaller "corner cut 
,.ii>s a hich contained a white rock substance that appeared to be "crack" cocaine. 

Funk was then transported to tire Facility by Officer Chev aiier and booked by' Lieutenant Packer. He wn> 
lursjed w :t:i the warrants as well as being in possession of a class "B" substance with intent to distribute. 1 
,Hinted the lugs of "crack" and they totaled seventeen (17) and weighed just over lOgrams. He was also in 
ossession of S344.00 which was seized. During the ride back to the Facility and during the Booking process 
ranks cellular phone rang twenty separate times. I opened the flip style vision phone and attempted to shut it off. 
s ! diet this 1 noticed the picture on the screen saver was that of a large pile of money and in the middle of the 
lonev were several blue wax packets which appeared to be heroin. Under the picture the word heroin i which 
.is spelled wrens heriont was in bold print Due to the fact that the phone was nngmg constantly and the 
mure that was shown on the screen saver it was apparent to me that Frank uses the cell phone lor hts drug 
u !e. The cellular phone was then seized.
